Cleveland, Ohio, April 12.—Tom L. 


Johnson, former mayor of Cleveland 
and known throughout the nation for 
his fight for 
three-cent street 
car 


fareB, died of cirrhosis of the liver. 
He had been ill for over two years 
but had been confli'ed to his bed only 
since March 15. Mr. Johnson was at 
one time a multi-millionaire and, by 
his own confession a monopolist. But 
it is as the mayor of. Cleveland that 
ho will be remembered by. the people 
of the United States long after the oth- 
er phases of his career are forgotten. 
Ho was pronounced by Lincoln Stef- 
fens "the best mayor -of the best-gov- 
erned city In the United States." 


He had been so near death for five 


days that frequently 
the 
physician 


thought the end had come and twice 
newspaper extras were on the street 
announcing his death. Then the rumor 
was found to be false. 
Up to a week 


ago the former mayor had insisted 
that he would get well and again be 
a candidate for mayor ol Cleveland, 
.but finally he saw his hope was futile 
'anil, after bidding old friends and for- 
mer political associates farewell, he re- 
signed himself to death. 


"I u.m no tired. I wish I could sleep," 


ho murmured In his moments of con- 
sciousness. And finally the sleep came 
Lut not until Mr. Johnson had suf- 
fered much pain in the same cheerful 
manner that marked his whole career. 
Sunday when every moment was ex- 
pected to bo his last 
Mr. Johnson 


weakly asked that four letters which 
he had dictated some days before be 
brought to him. Propped up, he labori- 


fell 


back exhausted. These letters go to 
four of his best friends—keepsakes 
from the man who gave his life for 
his hobby, three-cant fare. 


That Mr. Johnson sacrificed his life 


for his principles is certain. He had 
been ailing from cirrhosis of the liver 
for years and was told by the physi- 
cians that he must quit active work 
for awhile and take treatment, but he 
wan In the midst ot his fight for three- 
cent faro and refused to stop. Finally, 
beaten in his fifth flght for mayor, he 
yielded to illness and went to New 
York for treatment, but It was too 
late. 
Cleveland people ride on their 


street cars for three cents, but they 
have lost the man who did more for 
tho common people than any other cit- 
izen. The funeral arrangements have 
not been made but the body will prob- 
ably Ho in state as thousands wish to 
take a final look.

10, 1909. 


Mr. and Mrs. Link celebrated 
their 


twentieth wedding anniversary 'April 
2, and at that time the former lawma- 
ker predicted he would die suddenly. 


Mr. Link was born near GiUesple, 


111, April 13, 1858. 


Link is the second former member 


of the Illinois legislature Involved in 
the Lorimer scandal to be overtaken 
by death. The first was Charles S. 
Luke of Nashville, whose name VO.B 
brought into the affair after his death. 
Link always took the situation serl 
ously. 


Link had been the comic figure in 


the tragedy which was staged with the 
trial of Representative 
Lee O'Neil 


Browne. Link had been seen In St.

If 
the plans of .the laboratory are real- 
ized, ten years hence an epidemic of 
typhoid will be an unknown 
thing. 


By putting competent sanitary chem- 
ists and engineers in the field, the 
laboratory hopes to get an analysis of 
the water in every community larger 
than a village in the entire state.

Mount St. Sepulchre Is located at Broolfianrl 


In tho District of Columbia and Is the seat of the 
mbst Important church and the most famous 
monastery reared In tho New \VorId 
by the. 


Franciscan brothers. 
However, it should be em- 


phasized Just here that the casual Eastor visitor 
to this retreat at .Blaster-tide need not be a Cath- 
olic nor yet even an adherent of any church to 
appreciate the solemnity 'and marvelous beauty 
of tho services which tuko up the greater portion 
of this, ttio most momentous day on the church 
calendar. 


The most Important architectural feature of 


the church at Mount St. Sepulchre, and epe from 
which the church and monastery takes its name. 
Is the location In the sanctuary of an exact dupli- 
cate of tho Holy Sepulchre which has been re- 
produced exactly as It exists In Jerusalem. This 
In Itself would lend Interest to the Easter serv- 
ices held In such a settlug. but Intensifying the 
meaning of the religious program for all the spec- 
tators Is the circumstance that the services are 
an exact duplicate to the smallest detail of the 
services which aro being held under similar aus- 
pices and at the corresponding hour nt the last 
resting place of tho Savior In Jerusalem. It is 
as though tho congregation at Brookland were 
suddenly transported to tho Hoiy Land for an 
hour or a day. 


To appreciate tho novelty of all that'transpires 


at Eastor at Mount St. Sepulchre. It Is neces- 
sary to know something of the history of this 
Institution. The 
Franciscan brothers have 


a. 
number 
of 
monasteries 
or 
houses 


of tho order located In various parts of tho 
United States, but tho community In the Dis- 
trict of Columbia la in a class by itself In that 
It 18 In effect the American "branch office" of 
tho Franciscan friars who are 
laboring in 


Palestine. For. of course, the Franciscans are 
a brotherhood whose work Is of world-wide 
scope and one ot the most Important branches 
of this work Is found In their function of 
"keepers of the holy places." 
For more than 


seven hundred years the Franciscans have 
been In possession of almost all of those 
places In the HoJy Land, which are most-dear 
to all adherents of tho Christian faith—such 
places as tho spot where Jesus was born in 
Bethlehem and 'the Holy Sepulchre In Jeru- 
salem—and this order of monks has made of 
It a labor of love to restore and preserve 
these sacredly historic localities. 
• 


A large share of all the funds with which 


this work is carried on comes from America 
and most of the Franciscans who ara now 
serving actively as "keepers 
of .the holy 


places" have been educated for their task in 
the United States—at this self-same institu- 
tion at Mount St. Sepulchre. 
Officially this 


community is designated the Chapel and Col- 
oge of the Holy Land and the thirty monks 
who make up the community are known as . 
ho Fathers of tho Holy Land. 
Not only Is 


this a college for the education of tha young 
members ot the order who are to go as guides 
nnd missionaries to the Holy Land, but It is 
also the headquarters and business office of 
the Commissariat of the Holy Land. 
This 


alter Is a legally organized corporation which 
s authorized by- law to receive bequests and 
donations of all kinds made for the purpose 


commemorative nnd restorative work at 


the holy places in Palestine. A country-wide 
organization ot laymen known as the "Cru- 
sade for the Holy Land" is ever active in the 
cause and the funds raised by tho "Crusaders" 
or by means of the collection taken once a 
year In all Catholic churches are sent to 
Mount 
St. Sepulchre 
for transmission 
to 


Palestine.

not at all strange. that the Franciscans 
Mount St. Sepulchre are enabled to present 
particularly impressive services at Easter. 
Moreover a number of the members ot the 
community have resided for years at a time 
in the Holy Land and are familiar frpm long 
participation with every deall of the Easter 
services as conducted at the tomb of our Lord 
In Jerusalem. This is the case with the pres- 
ent superior of the community. Rev. Father 
Bode Oldgeering, who is the celebrant of the 
solemn high mass which is the principal fea- 
ture of the Easter program. ' 
It Is doubtful If any church in America is 


embellished with a more lavish floral decora- 
tion than that in the Chapel of the Holy Land 
on Easter morning and equally notable is the 
special music by the choir of male voices 
made up of members of the community with 
one of the brothers -.acting as organist. 
The 


chapel at Mount St. Sepulchre, and which1 is 
all too small to accommodate the throngs that 
come, hither on faster, is In the shape of a 
five-fold cross, the large cross forming the 
main body of the ch»rch and the small 
crosses being represented by chapels. 
This 


cross, Bymbollc of the five wounds of bur 
Lord, appears. again and again at Mount St. 
Sepulchre and a representation of it in Vene- 
tian mosaic forms the pavement of the 
church. The central aisle of the large ;cross 
has, at the entrance of the church, a portico 
which supports a gallery, while at the other 
end Is tho sanctuary. 
The whole interior 


with its rows upon rows of columns and 
arches and Its significant white and yellow 
decoration, is stately and majestic in the high- 
est degree and affords the best possible back- 
ground for the Easter decorations. 


The whole arrangement of the interior, con- 


duces to focus attention upon the sanctuary 
which is the main point of attraction In the 
church and especially so on Easter when It 
becomes the locale of much that transpires. 
The architect who directed the erection of 
the duplicate of, the Holy Sepulchre spent 
much time in Jerusalem studying, the original 
and he has produced a marveloualy faithful 
and accurate replica. Two marble stairways, 
one on either side of the Sepulchre, lead to 
Mount Calvary, which forms the high altar of 


the church.

IMPORTErToF ANIMAL SKINS 


United States Does Immense Business 


With South and Central Amer- 


ican Hunters In Hides. 


Los Angeles, Cal.—A large business 


Is done between the South American 
countries and the United States in 
the line of skins, most of which are 
made use of in the manufacture of 
gloves. 


The trade Is particularly active :n 


deerskins, 
which 
are 
gathered 
in 


Mexico and Central America and in 
the northern countries of South Amer- 
ica, 
Including Brazil. In these coun- 


tries, where deer abound, there are 
many natives who make a living col- 
lecting deer hides, which they bring 
by muleback or foot to the various 
places where the importers' agents 
are found. 


The supply Is still large, but with 


continued killing the deer In these 
countries are less plentiful than they 
were. 


Deerskins are shipped dry in bun- 


dles of 100 each. They are tanned in 
this country and used here In ' th« 
manufacture of light and medium 
weight gloves for mac and women. 


Bearskins come from Mexico, and 


tht) hide of the Mexican pecary, with 
fur or bristles of a pepper and salt 
mixture in color, the beast being a 
savage-looking 
animal 
alive. 
Like 


deerskins, boar hides are shipped dry- 
The boarskln makes a heavier leather 
than deerskin and Is used for glove 
trimmings.. 


Goatskins In large number are Im- 


ported* from the various Latin-Amer- 
ican countries. Including the West 
Indies: but the great source of the 
world's supply of goatskins are China, 
Russia and the East Indies. In the 
order named. From those countries 
there are Imported Into the United 
States annually millions of goatskins, 
which are made. Into leather, 90 per 
cent of which is used In the manufac- 
ture of shoes. Goatskins are shipped 
principally dry. 


From the countries to the south of 


the United States are brought an- 
nually some thousands of 
alligator 


hides, mostly from Mexico and the 
United States of Colombia, with some, 
from Ecuador. 


Formerly some 
alligator 
leather 


was used for shoes and boots, but 
now It Is used chiefly In the manu- 
facture of handbags and suit cases. 


Occasionally there are brought here 


a few manatee 
or 
eeacow 
hides, 


which come 
from 
Mexico. These 


hides are shipped wet salted. 
The 


manatee hide tans Into. a very thick 
leather, cheaper than walrus leather, 
but used like It for the making of 
buffing wheels for polishing purposes. 


From Mexico also come a few tiger 


cub 
skins, 
which 
are tanned and 


made up into rugs.

At tho name time the volume 
of the general agricultural production 
should afford employment to a vast 
army of laborers and cause Kiich a 
distribution of the revenue as to vital- 
ize trade. 
Taking (he producing territories In 


their entirety, the soil conditions arc- 
better than 
ordinary nnd tho crop 


prospects are excellent. There IK one 
locality In the southwest and one In 
the northwest which declare weather 
and soil conditions to be discouraging 
and Montana fears thnt a too rapid 
thawing of the mountain snows might 
result in another dry season. 'Other- 
wise the reports are more than grati- 
fying. 


All the crops, without exception, are
